THAT TROUBLESOME HEATER. 



'I'd Hie Editor of Our Town: 

Many folks make useless work and 
expense for themselves duo to a luck 
of knowledge or to carelessness in 
"tending" their heater. 

One wlio has had many years' experi- 
enre in "firing" one of these inven- 
tions for the eonil'iirt of as humans, 
says the olijeid in having a heater is 
to warm the air inside of the building 
in which it is located. That in order 
to heat the inside of a house or build- 
ing (and not the outside air) certain 
simple rules must be observed. First 
and always you must keep In mind the 
fact thai in order to get heat a good 
live body of fire must be secured, after 
which certain dampers and check drafts 
must bo properly fixed so that the 
"bo'dy of fire" will accomplish its pur- 
pose in the most satisfactory manner. 

A little pamphlet was recently dis- 
tributed by Mr. 0. P. Cook, our enter- 
prising coal merchant, to the residents 
of our town which very clearly directs 
how a heater should be run in order to 
obtain the best results. The directions 
contained therein apply to coal as well 
as to the new fuel, "Domestic Coke." 
and if folks would rend and carefully 
observe the simple rules so clearly set 
forth therein the maximum of comfort 
would be obtained with the least ex- 
pense and annoyance. If the little 
booklet has been mislaid another can be 
secured bv applving at the local coal 
office. ' ' "ASHES." 



A new plan to keep commuters 
promptly informed of any interruption 
in the regular commutation train sched- 
ules on the Main Line electric service 
between Philadelphia and Paoli. has 
been inaucurateil by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad anil is being carried on in a 
systematic way for the comfort and 
convenience of those who commute to 
and from Philadelphia. 

When for any reason a commutation 
train is live minutes late anywhere on 
its run, the Assistant Passenger Trnin- 
masier at Broad Street Station is im- 
mediately notified. His office then at 
once relays the information simultan- 
eously to every station agent from 
Overbrook tn Paoli, inclusive, by means 
of a telephone line connecting up all 
the stations. 

Main Line commuters, with very few 
exceptions, wait for their trains out on 
the station platforms. The station 
agent, therefore, upon being informed 
of delay to any train makes announce- 
ment to the waiting commuters by the 



use of a large megaphone provided for 
the purpose. Experience has shown that, 
delays to trains can lie announced in 
this way to passengers at all the Main 
Line stations within a very few min- 
utes after they have occurred. 

If a train is fifteen minutes or more 
late, and its detention affects other 
trains, or if an accident ties up the 
movement of the local trains between 
Philadelphia and Paoli for a longer 
period, large placards calling attention 
to the fact, and urging the patrons to 
watch the bulletin boards, are posted 
at conspicuous places at each station. 
With the licket agent's office directly 
connected by telephone with the. office 
of the Assistant Passenger Trainmaster, 
!o ■whom all reports of detentions are 
made, the exact conditions as to the 
train movements are made known at all 
times to each agent, who, in turn, is 
directed to pass the information oa to 
the patrons of the railroad, verbally 
as well as by posted notices. 

At the present time there are St local 
trains operaied between Philadelphia 
and Paoli each day. If at any time one 
of these trains is live minutes or more 
late, through the new system now in 
ell'ect. each station agent is promptly 
nihiscd from headquarters, and is in a 
position to give patrons definite in- 
formation as 1o the train movements, 
which in turn enables them to make 
changes in their engagements to over- 
come the emergency. 

The electric train service between 
Philadelphia and Paoli during the 
month of January has been operated on 
practically a perfect schedule. During 
the month the total number of 1 rains 
operated was 2,073. Of this number 
2.021. or 97. o per cent., were on time.

The object of the mooting was to 
consider ways and means of dissemin- 
ating information of one character or 
another which would be for the general 
welfare of all the communities from 
Hala-Cynwyd to Paoli. 

The following plan was suggested: 
Inasmuch as the Committee on Wom- 
en's Activities consisted of one repre- 
sentative from each of the communities 
from Bala-Cynwyd to Paoli, each mem- 
ber of the committee should consider 
herself the chairman of the respective 
locality. She should appoint a sub- 
chairniau for each of the voting dis- 
tricts in her .■omniunity, who in turn 
would appoint women living in their 
districts to be points of .•ontuc.t with 
the homes of their roads or in their 
block. 

Where voting districts run from one 
community into another it will be nec- 
essary for the chairmen of the com- 
munities affected to confer and agree 
upon a boundary line. 

It was thoroughly understood that 
each community chairman should ad- 
vise each local organization interested 
in the general welfare of the cominun- 
itv. so that there would be no mis- 
understanding '"' duplication of effort. 
It was understood that no committee- 
man was to assume leadership in any 
movement as a representative of the 
Suburban Assoeiaib.n. but she was to 
hold herself in readiness to pass on 
information to all of her neighbors in 
her district by personal visits, tele- 
phono rails or any other means, as she 
may see (it. 

Questions which may arise needing 
local action will be referred to the lo- 
cal organizations for consideration. 

From time to time information will 
be distributed bearing on the subjects, 
such as child welfare, milk inspection 
l.y the townships, health ordinances, 
danger of the house-fly, plans of other 
connnunities for beautifying and im- 
proving same. 

They would also be asked to urge all 
purenis to report communicable dis- 
eases, no matter how slight, as a pro- 
tection to themselves and all who will 
come in contact. 

Thev will be asked to advise their 
neighbors of general campaign plans, 
such as the elimination of the fly and 
the mosquito. They will also be urged 
to secure the co-operation of the neigh- 
bors in the plans of local organizations 
for clean-up week. etc. 

They will be asked to report on fail- 
ure to collect garbage, or accumulation 
of rubbish, on failure of street lamps 
to burn at night. 

It is hoped that in this way these 
wnrkors will be the medium of infor- 
mation to and from the people living 
in their immediate neighborhood, and to 
be the points of contact so that these 
homes may be reached when it comes 
to matters pertaining to the general 
welfare of the territory commonly 
known as the Main Line.

AND OTHERS ON PETIT JURY 

—WOMEN TIPSTAVES AND 

OTHER INNOVATIONS. 

The corridors at the Court House at 
Xorristown on Monday morning were 
crowded with curious people, who were 
anxious to seo how the women called 
for jury duty at this week's session, of 
Criminal Court would act under (ire. 

Inside the railing of the bar were 
three other women who are destined to 
work for the county at a future term. 
They were present to get an insight 
into the duties they will be called upon 
to perform. 

All measures possible were adopted 
to make the ladies feel at home. There 
was a roserved seat section — first two 
rows in the jurors' side of the court 
room — and all mere men were shooed 
to rear seats to make way for the fair 
ones. As they mounted the staircase 
leading to the court three women tip- 
staffs met them and escorted them to 
the cloak room through the law library 
and then showed them where to sit. 

Curiously, only one woman asked to 
be excused. She is Mrs. Bertha Bro- 
mer of Schwenksville, who has two 
children and a household to look after, 
and the court granted her relief for the 
entire week. 

The two women called for grand jury 
duty were the objects of considerable 
attention, principally because of their 
posts of prominence in the jury box 
near the bench. They are Miss Eliza- 
beth Murphy and Miss Mary A. Kier- 
nan. Miss Murphy was elected secre- 
tary of the grand jury, and William 
.1. Henderson, a contractor of Xarberth, 
is foreman. 

Five jurymen failed to respond to 
their names, three of them being ill, 
one out of the jurisdiction of the court, 
and the fifth absent without excuse. 

Nine jurors asked to be excused from 
the petit jury. These were left off for 
the entire week. 

One woman juror failed to respond 
to her name. She is .Mrs. Laura B. 
Shiove. Klcventh Ward, Xorristown. 
Mrs. Shievo is confined to her home 
with grippe. 

The Court House was all "dolled 
up" for the advent of the fair ones. 
The jury rooms have been renovated, 
new rugs laid on the door, and the 
signs against smoking stand out promi- 
nently. In one jury room this -morn- 
ing a dozen jurymen sat under the sign 
and smoked contentedly. But there 
were no women around, so the viola- 
! i ion was null and void. 

The order appointing tipstaves was 
not. handed down by ihe court until 
Monday morning. It contained three 
women, who are to look after the 17 
lady jurors. Each of the three judges 
appointed a woman tipstaff and the re- 
sult of their choice follows: 

Mrs. Linnic Unger, .Mrs. Ethel .John- 
son and Mrs. Lillie M. Collision. 

In addition to the regular assistants 
who act during court sessions under 
Chief Tipstaff Daniel K. Charles, Wil- 
liam M. Xagle and Herbert Froy were 
appointed for the week. Mr. Charles 
this week is acting as court crier in 
place of John .J. Jeffries, who is ill. 

For the first time in many moons all 
three judges mounted the bench in No. 
I court Monday morning. Judge Solly 
will sit in No.' 3 during tho-week. 

The ladies got very little to do dur- 
ing the morning except answer to their 
names and file in and out. of jury boxes. 
Two of the cases called were deemed 
unfit for the gentle ears to listen to 
and the jurors were excused by agree- 
ment of counsel. 

In the third case. Attorney Henry I. 
Fox refused to take a chance on the 
■female sex as jurors, and as- defend- 
ant's attorney challenged all four wom- 
en who were called.

Take the case 
or Terrence G. Council. The syllables 
arc calculated to strike awe into the 
hearts of the unknowing, as, indeer, 
they sometimes do. The vcrv conso- 
nants summon up n vision of rigid mar- 
tyrs. But just shorten it down to Ter- 
ry, and what a change is there, my 
countrymen! The difference is that be- 
tween awe and affability. Because, of 
course, everyone in town knows Terry. 
All admire him. A few fear him. Many 
love him. And all three with due cause.

Let us gel down to fundamentals. Tf 
you are so i<rnnr;iii1 and insular as not 
to know Terry or his hang-out, stop the 
first traffic cop. the first prominent law- 
vcr. or the firs! ball player you meet, 
and ask him. AVithout :\ moment's hesi- 
tation he will indicate the Garrick The- 
atre, at whose portals Terry has lodged, 
a faithful and interesting <_ r uardinii, 
since the plavhouse opened in Oc- 
tober, liini. Tic is one of the most 
pictnresnue then trii-al fimires in the' 
city, with a wealth of st ories. anecdotes, 
episodes and personal history behind 
his trim, erect, military-looking figure, 
buttoned up so stni"]y in its blue uni- 
form, frogged in black with its p'ilt 
collar ornaments.

Terry was born in Falls of Schuylkill 
something more than sixty-live years 
ago. He now lives in A'arberth, where 
we hope his remarkable personality is 
properly salaamed to; but that seems 
unlikely if the adage about prophets 
and their honor is true. J lis lirst real 
vocation (and here the secret of that 
military bearing comes out) was the 
baseball diamond. Medium old-timers 
recall his playing as backstop with the 
Chicago White Socks. From .1874 until 
18S1 he was an umpire with the Na- 
tional League. His reputation for 
justice was so strong that it has lived 
till now. Me will admit that he never 
fined u player unless he thought the 
penalty justly incurred, and that he 
never remitted a fine, no matter what 
the pressure, physical or mental. A re- 
versed decision was likewise unknown 
in his bright category.

Those were the days — (•(implicated 
ones — of the single-handed umpire sys- 
tem. To the present generation such a 
state of things seems incredible. Terry 
found it unpleasant, but remediable. 
His nervous Celtic brain wearied of the 
long wrangles, the ominous crowds 
inundating the field, to protest some 
obviously fair decision. So he invented 
the double umpire scheme, which cuts 
down kicks and pop-bottle barrages 
considerably. He still goes to ball 
games when he has the time; but that 
isn't often. His theatrical duties are 
pretty arduous, you see.

He got into the dramatic game 



through the late I'hil .Nash, stepfather 
of those two popular actresses, Mary 
and Florence. Xash was connected 
with the Keith interests, now inclusive 
of the United Booking offices, and an 
old, old friend of Terry's. Amicable 
arguments finally convinced the latter 
that he would be spending his time 
more peacefully, if less thrillingly, ''on 
the door." Accordingly he was install- 
; ed at the old Bijou, in North Eighth 
street, to collect tickets from matinee 
girls and first row baldhcads. pouring 
in to see the vaudeville shows or, dur- 
j iug another period of the house's his- 
j tory, the famous slock company. It 
was 1893 when Terry made his theatri- 
cal debut, without benefit of spotlight 
or bouquets. It, is one of the minor 
tragedies of a doorman's existence that 
he sees all audience, and no play. 
* * # 

Out of the Bijou stock have come 
names now famous — actors who then 
doubled in brass, as it were, but who 
now command the highest of salaries 
and the loudest applause. Johnny 
Kierans was press agent at the Bijou, 
and later manager. II is significant; of 
the tenacity of friendships thus formed 
that the Messrs. Council and Kierans 
are still intimates, working not a block 
away from each other, though the gen- 
tle and aenial John has deserted the 
' 'game. "

Then came the opening of the Gar- 
rick. anil 'Perry shook the dust of 
lOighth street from his substantial feet. 
From that day to this he has been the 
ipiiet and efficient servitor of the gray- 
stone fronted playhouse in Chestnut 
street. His record of attendances 
would make the prize Sunday School 
pupil 's look extremely ill. If he ever 
misses a performance, he must have a 
double who pinch hits for him. lie is 
not one of those men past sixty who 
thinks that the present, is a. hollow 
delusion, and the old times necessarily 
the best in the world. Audiences, he 
admits, have changed to a degree. They 
used to be mure cosmopolitan then, 
partly because of prices, partly because 
of neighborhood. "But." he' will add 
soberly, "vnu<!c\ille was fine in those 
times. I '11 tell von." 



Terry's athletic attachments have al- 
ways been varied. Especially fond of 
boxing is he. And he has been a pal 
of John L. Sullivan and other famous 
fighters since their careers first blos- 
somed, liift don't imagine that his call- 
ing and nodding list is confined to 
spoils. He actually knows everyone in 
Town worth knowing. Among his 
friends (to give but a random picking) 
are former Governor Stuart, Billy Sun- 
day (with whom he tossed the ball); 
E. T. Sto.tesbury, Muggsy McGraw and 
the late Fred Chandler. ' Judges, attor- 
neys, managers, stars, clubmen and 
newspapermen; in this broad path are 
his friendships laid. May the shadow 
of his esteem never grow less. For 
here, gentlemen, is a professional who 
has refused to grow old. and who has 
proved, for all time, that one can be 
amiable and efficient, linking two gener- 
ations with the scope of his copious 
smile.
